COLUMBUS. —: The State 
Board of Embalmers and 
Funeral Directors, after hear- 
ing testimony Monday in the 
case_of an Oberlin funeral 
director charged with burying 
a nude, face down, unembal- 
méd body, deferred judge- 
ment until a transcript of the 
90-minute hearing can be 
reviewed, 

The Board filed the charge 
of “unprofessional conduct” 
against Richard Cowling for 
allegedly burying 71 year old 
Eugene. Graves. without 
clothing and face down in a 
Lorain County cemetery fast 
Dec. 4. 

Cowling, at the outset of 
the hearing, pleaded not 
gullty..to the charge and 
maintained that in burying 
Graves he complied with the 
letter of the law. 

He. testified that he was 
called to pick up the body by 
a physician at Wiggins Nurs- 


ing Home about 3 a.m. on 
Sunday, Dec. 3; The physti- 
cian signed the death certifi- 
cate and a check of Graves 
admission record failed to list 
a ‘'nextof kin," Cowling.said. 

The following day, Cowling 
said he was informed by a 
case worker at the Lorain 
County Welfare Dept., that 
Graves had no known kin and 
that a state burial should be 


arranged. Cowling said he 
received this 
about 9 a.m. Dec. 4 and that 
at 10 a.m. Graves was taken 
to Westwood Cemetery for 
burial. 

Under cross examination 
by -assistant Atty. Gen 
Richard B. Igo, Cowling testi- 
fied that he sprayed Graves' 
body with disinfectant fluid, 
but did not embalm it

Brooks Greets OEO 
Edict ‘Cautiously’ 


The decision by U.S. 
District Judge William 8B. 
Jones, Washington, U.C. 
which skid, in effect, that was 
Congress has joined 
together, only Congress can 
put asunder, was greeted 
with “cautious optimism” by 
Curtis A. Brooks, executive 
director of the Columbus 
Metropolitan Area Com- 
munity Action Qrganization 
(GCMACAO), Franklin 
County’s war on” poverty 
agency. 

Brooks discussed the 
judge's decision that the 
dismantling of OEO was 
illegal in a news conterence 
last week which also touched 
on a variety of 
affecting the war on poverty 
efforts in the: Columbus area. 

“The judge's decision 
somewhat reaffirms our faith 
in the judicial process,” 
Brooks said. “However, we 
will simply have to wait and 
see what happens. Congress 
has yet to appropriate funds 
for to acoompany the 
extension of the Economic 
Opportunity Act." 

In another topic, Brooks 
somewhat questioned City 
officials who have suggested 
that @ new agency is needed 
to dea! with problems of the 
poor and to. operate 
programs. 

“We're not so sure a new 
agency — especially one that 
is’ essentially political--is 
needed.” 

He said that rather than 
merging programs funded by 
Model Cities and creatigg a 
new sponsorship and 
stewardship that CMACAO 
shogid continue. operating 
the programs. .

CSU President Keynotes Off- 
Campus National Alumni Confab

“By and large our in- 
Stitutions of higher learning 
are recognizing that the 
merry-go-round has broken 
down,”’ said Dr. Lionel 
Newsom, president of Central 
State University, Wilberforce, 
keynoting the annual OH. 
Campus CSU National 
Alumni Association Con- 
ference held at the 
Christopher Inn 
weekend. 

Addressing some 300 
delegates from Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Dayton, Spring- 
field, Wilberforce, Xenia and 


Youngstown, 9 and 
Michigan, New York, New 
Jersey, Indiana, Iilinois, 


Maryland, Georgia, Florida 
and the District of Columbia, 
to name some chapters 


last, 


represented, Dr. Newsom 
Said the turmoil of the 60's, 
the student unrest and the 
clamor for change has 
Caused both large and small, 
Black and white institutions 
of higher education to do a 
thorough introspective job of 
looking from within in an ef- 
fort to respond to that from 
without which has caused a 
revolution in higher 
education. 

“This is particularly true for 
State assisted colleges that 
are traditionally Black,” he 
noted. “In the recent past 
many Black Americans were 
given token jobs and allowed 
to. represent America's 
largest minority group as the 
Blacks who sat in the win- 
dow. This is not to say that 
many were not qualified. But 
what we need now with the

Interrupted by frequent ap- 
plause, Dr. Newsom charged 
that our institutions 
fecognize now that the

“For the Black institutions 
need not just enough money 
to stay where they are, but 
more money is needed to 
raise the quality of in- 
Struction, to acquire needed 
equipment, and to construct 
more . buildings...\f- America's 
largest minority ‘is going to 
Satisfy new demands made 
upon them by this society, it 
is important that more funds 
be provided than in the past.” 

Speaking of Gov. Gilligan's 
recent plan for funding uni- 
versities, President Newsom 
noted. that the -3 percent 
which was first advocated 
seems now a backward step. 

“But the recent 5 percent 
will pefmit us not to cut so 
deeply. This is not to say that 
this is enough to give.us.the 
finances for needed develop- 
ment and improvements." 
es Dr, Newsom:then zeroed in 
on the specific respon- 
sibilities he felt CSU Alumni 
chapters should shoulder; 


stating that usually- Black— 


alumnus have only made 
weak attempts at supporting 
their institutions. 

“But this is a new day and 
we know the merry-go-round 
has broken down. Therefore, 
we-—-know- we must give 
sacrificially to support these 
things: that state*and federal 
appropriations will not sup- 
port.” 

And the response was 
positive when Dr. Newsom, 
calling upon every Cen- 
tralian, revealed his goal of 
raising $100,000 for Central 
State. 

“We are asking that our 
alumni raise $100,000 which 
will be just a little below what 
an inspired Florida A&M 
raised last year,"’ he stated. 

Noting also that if Blacks 
had to man a large university 
in this country they could not 
accomplish this in terms of 
doctorates, the president said 
that the number of Ph.D's 
must be increased for Blacks. 

“| hope the Alumni Asso- 
ciation will concer itself with 
this paucity and will heip to 
push students on to get 
Ph.D's,” he stressed. 

Continuing, the President 
said it was imperative that 
CSU Alumni convince the 
citizens of Ohio that there is 
a place for CSU.

No one, but no one, has 
ever slammed the ball that 
distance into the stands.

In 1949 Luke was signed by 
the Padres in the Pacific 
Coast League.

The Padres, got Luke from 
the Homestead Grays, where 
in the summer of 1948; he 
blasted out 43 home runs. 
Good slugging in any league, 
including the majors.

; | ‘Roll Up Your Sleeves 


The" note has been sounded in 
Washington that “benign neglect" of 
the problems confronting Black Ameri- 
cans has become official policy. As a 
consequence, Black folks themselves 
are going to have to work out many of 
their own problems instead of leaving it 
up to federal government agencies and 
programs. 

For ttie majority of Black Americans 
the gut problems are similar, regardiess 
of jocale. Negroes do not have an 
Squitable share of good jobs, and good 
housing, Or good schools, and most 

* federal programs have proven inetfec- 
tive-in guaranteeing these three basic 
cornerstones to respected and 
responsible citizenship. 

Fortunately, Black Americans entered 
the 70s with at least one major national 
organization + The Urban League — 
equipped by experience and leadership 
to stimulate and guide this new thrust 
towards self-help and self reliance. 

Most of its support, through the more 
than a half-century of its existence, has 
been provided by a significant number 
-of Black Americans who, often with Ur- 
ban League help, nave traveled the 

~hard--road~to~ success, Their contri= 
butions, have financed tHe major por- 
tion of Urban League programs and 
contributed to its leadership. 

Butthe Leag: 
has never been tbe recipient of grass 

~-f00ts~-support—even -though—its pro- 
grams are primarily concerned with. that 
group of Blacks who are struggling 
hard, and which suffers particularly the 
humiliating entrapment of the ghetto. 


7s Even-with<ite meager-financial sup- 


port, especially from the Black Com- 
muity, the Cleveland Urban League has 
‘scored impressive improvements in the 
“ghetto life style. It has salvaged high- 
schoo! dropouts in its Street Academy; 
provided “job Opportunity” and job 


training for returning war veterans; 
broken the barriers against housing, 
both rental ‘and purchase, in 
Cleveland's subutban ring; and scored 
dramatic improvement in both the 
physical and teaching aspects of Cleve- 
land's public schoo! system. 

if the Urban League is to continue to 
work effectively in these critical areas, 
it MUST have a larger base of support, 
and that support must come from those 
it is now programmed to assist -- the 
working poor of Cleveland. 

It is now launching its annual cam- 
paign for members, ‘with the emphasis 
on BLACK membership. Hopefully, the 
Black ministers of Gleveland will come 
forward with a critical assist in this 
campaign, not only by taking active 
roles in the campaign, .but by 
emphasizing the need for grass roots 
support of the League's new thrust 
Programs.

No Fault Insurance 


The multi-billion dollar U.S. auto 
insurance industry is one of the 
most costly, unresponsive, wasteful 


serving the American consumer. In- 
the past seven years, auto in- 
Sufance premiums have increased 
70 percent, with less than 42 cents 
of each premium dollar returned to 
the motorists who have claims. in 


a ; Americans, 


eligibility standards, always rigid, 
have become more discriminatory 
and the practices of arbitrary can- 
cellations and renewal refusals the 
tule rather than the exception. 

in an effort to remedy these - 

“inequities, Senator »M. Morris 
Jackson of Cleveland. has in- 
troduced what he terms “a genuine 
consumer-oriented” automobile in- 
surance reform bill, that would 
provide up to $10,000 of no fault 
benefits per accident. 

The bill, in which Senator 
Jackson joins 14 co-sponsors, may, 
with citizen support, bring No Fault 
insurance to Ohioans, and if enac- 
ted, has an excellent chance to 
result in drastically reduced rates. 

Biggest opponents of this 
legislation, of course, will be U.S. 
lawyers and law groups, who have 
found the business of handling auto 
insurance claims a veritable 
bonanza. -Not only have these in- 
surance lawsuits swamped -the 


court dockets in many states, but a 
goodly portion of that average 42 
cents of each premium dollar re- 


system currently ill” "Yiged to the motorist forced to go 


to court, winds up in the pockets of 
his lawyer. ‘ 

Further, in serious accidents, the 
record shows that, 85 percent of the 
loss is never paid. In 1967, for in- 
stance, motorists.incurred $5.1 
billion in lossés in accidents, 
resulting in death or serious injury. 
Of that amount, automobile in- 
surance repaid only $813 million—or 
15 percent. 

No Fault insurance is specifically 
designed: to- compensate the ac- 
cident. victim-immediately and 
justly—for all of his losses and, by 
avoiding expensive court litigation, 
reduce insurance costs, Particularly 
legal fees. Under No Fault’ or 
similar programs, first-party in- 
surance would be set up whereby 
those involved in automobile ac- 
cidents settle with their respective 
insurance companies or the com- 
pany insuring the vehicle in which 
he-or she was a passenger. An in- 
jured pedestrian would seek com- 
pensation from the company 
covering the vehicle.

The Model Cities Squabble 


The Columbus Model Cities Pro- 
gram, for the most part, has been in 
a mass of confusion from the date 
of- its inception; -so~the current 
heated furor within its ranks was to 
be expected. 

The~program,--now. entering its 
third year of operation, was marked 
by petty bickering and personality 
conflicts, even when it had $5.9 
million at its disposal. Now that 
“Uncle Sugar” has whacked off 42 
per cent of that grant, the tension 
and dissenion has mounted to the 
name-calling, finger-pointing stage. 

The City Demonstration Agency, 
the City Hall arm of the program, 
and the Mode! Cities Assembly, the. 
citizens, participating unit, are in 
accord in trying to solve their com- 
mon problem. However, some 
detractors. are contending that 
these two agencies are embroiled 
in a "“who-dunnit” dispute that 
reflects the old rhetoric of “dog-eat- 


dog: 

Surrendering to the hefty budget 
cut by President Nixon, the CDA 
director was forced to drop 11 
projects. It was this unaviodable 
move that touched off the furor that 
has jolted City Hall and could weil 
develop into a serious situation. 

But, in spite of all of the misun- 
derstandings, personal gripes and 
name-calling, the, Modei Cities 
Program has been a tremendous 
help to the black community. Like 
all governmental demonstration 
Programs, it has had its faults, but

as a whole, it has been most’ ef- 
fective in educating our People in 
areas in which they had never had 
an opportunity to travel and 
acquaint themselves with some of 
the hard facts of government and 
community fife. 

The CALL’ & POST; at times, has 
been one of the Model Cities’ most 
severe critics, but we are

Coles’ Seat Eyed. By Dems 


Although Llewellyn A» (Jack) Coles* 
term on the Industrial Commission of 
Ohio doesn't expire until June 30, 
several black Democrats are already 
measuring his fancy desk chair to learn 
whether it will fit their posteriors com- 
fortably. 

Coles, a veteran Columbus Repub- 
lican, was appointed to the Commission 
by former Gov. James A. Rhodes in 
1970. At the time of the appointment, 
Coles was serving as an administrative 
assistant to the former Republican 
Governor. 

The Commission opening was 
created when Rhodes appointed Mrs. 
Lillian W. Burke to a seat on the Cleve- 
land Municipal Court bench. She be- 
came the first woman to serve on the 
three-man commission. She also 
became Ohio's first Black female judge 
and then went on to be elected to the 
court in her own right. 

Although several black Democrats 
are said to be eying the $17,000 plus 
per year Commission post, the inside 
track is said to be held by Sterlyn Allen 
of Columbus and veteran Cleveland 
politician, Cleveland Jackson. 

Allen, a former permit examiner for 
the Dept. of Liquor Control, is presently 
a hearing officer for the liquor depart- 
ment. Jackson is engaged in the prac- 
tice of law in his hometown. 

The Commission, frequently sharply 
criticized by Gov. John J. Gilligan, is 
presently controlled by Republicans. It 
is assumbed that Gilligan will pick a 
black to suceed Coles, the public 
representative on the Commission. 
However, when one recalls a statement 
Gilligan made just before taking office 
in 1971, theblack hopefuls may be in 
for a sad disappointment. 

Gilligan, when questioned concern- 
ing the appointment of a successor to 
William O. Walker as director of the 
Industrial Relations Commission, said 


Blacks In Southern. Politics 


The election of 598 southern black 
Officials to public office in 1972 is 
evidence.of a continued trend of 
minority political advancement, 
concludes the Voter Education Project, 
Inc. (VEP) in its annual research wrap- 
up of the last year's events. 

In 1972, black candidates and 
incumbents in the 11. southern States 
made a significant showing by winning 
seats from local to national levels of 
government. At least 1,276 black 
candidates for public office were 
identified by the VEP — the largest-field 
of minority office seekers in the South 
in this century- 

The VEP survey includes documenta- 
tion of historic advances as the first 
black candidates in modern times were 
elected to such offices as the 
Brunswick, Georgia city council; the 
aldermanic council of Natchez, 
Mississippi; the Orange County; North 
Carolina board of supervisors; the 
Sequin, Texas city council; city com- 
missions in Waynesboro and Bedford, 
Virginia; state legislative posts in 
Arkansas; and two seats won by 
Southern blacks in the United States 
Congress, R 

As a result of 1972 elections, black 
officials in Macon County, Alabama 
now constitute a majority on the county 
commission -- the fifth county in the 
nation to hold that distinction. The 
other four counties, which also have 
black majority populations, are Greene 
County, Alabama; Hancock County, 
Georgia; Surrey Courity, Virginia; and 
Charles City County, Virginia. 

"The number of blacks elected to 
public office in 1972 reflects a spiraling 
trend which yet has far to-go before it 
reaches its peak,” stajed John Lewis, 
Executive Director’! of the Voter

Effective May 1, 
Archie Lewis of Cleveland, a black 
woman will take over the minority 
affairs post, the Governor's office 
announced. 

President Nixon's recently appointed 
black special assistant, Stanley S. 
Scott, presents an awfully strong case 
in defending the administration's» 
Scuttling of the Office of Equality 
Opportunity (OEO).- the anti-poverty 
agency. But it is doubtful it-he'll ever be 
able to convince blacks to see any 
justification for dismantling the 
program. = 7 

Scott, appearing before Columbus 
newsmen while here to address the 
Ohio Republican Council April 7, 
charged that 80 per cent of the anti- 
poverty funds were ending up in the 
pockets of “middle-level” blacks, while 
only 20 per cent went for aiding the 
poor, 

Scott also argued that only the Com- 
munity Action Agencies were being 
scrapped, while all other programs 
(OEQ), were continuing under other 
departments. Otherwise, he said “we 
are in @ new ball game and the pitch of 
the 70's will not be like the rhetorics of 
the 60's.”

A Challenge to White, ° 
And Black Business 


in the budget for 1973-74, President 
Richard M. Nixon has earmarked $1.2 
billion for aid to minority business. This 
is an increase from $200 million. 

All over the nation, there is a new 
thrust for the development of Negro 
owned business. Before the end of this 
year, three Negro insurance companies 
will pass the $1 billion mark, thanks to 
substantial placement of co-insurance 
policies by large white corporations. 

Deposits of many Negro banks have 
‘igen appreciably because white com- 
panies have deposited marginal reserve 
‘sums in them. Since these banks are 
covered by Federal Government bank 
insurance, these companies know their 
money is safe. 

This recognition of Negro business 
as a good, safe place to do business 
with, comes because of a recognition 
that, if Negroes are ever to share in the 
prosperity of this nation, Negroes must 
Share fully in the benefits their spen- 
ding creates, 

In the past, this hasn't been true. 


White business has gladly accepted the- 


“spending power” of Black Customers, 
but, had grudgingly. returned to. the 
Black community any of the earned in- 
crements of that spending, 

Negro spending must purchase more 
than just jobs, The Negro must get back 
his share by supplying goods and ser- 
vices too. In other words, white 
business. must. permit-_the Negroto 
share _in its hiring as well as -its-pur- 
chases if equity for the Negro is to ob- 
tain. _ ‘ - 

Last. week before tite Cleveland 
Business League Atty, James C, Davis, 
who is chairman of_the Greater 
Cleveland Growth. Board: delivered a 
speech that got wide coverage in the 
news media. His subject was: “The Op- 
portunity for Black Business in 
Cleveland.;' 

On the new relationship of white and 
Black Business, Mr.'Davis said: 


“The net effect of the Stokes years ,

Richmond's problems are similar to 
those at Petersburg and date back to 
the annexation of portions of predomi- 
nantly white Chestertield County. One 
sult seeks to invalidate the Justice 
Department's widely-publicized order 
issued under the Voting Rights Act, 
fuling that anhexation of Chestertield 
iNlegal unless the present at-large 
system of electing local officials is 
changed. 

Ironically, these suburban com. .

Unfortunately, the best 
answer available at this time in 
unassured possibility, The problem is 
that we don't know, Not only do’we not 
know whether they are the right factors. 
most often we do not even know what 
factors they are. Of course, we tell each 
other and the public that we consider 
the offense, prior record, educational 
history, employment” History military 
record, drug or alcohol problems, in- 
Stitutional discipline and a host (or 
maybe | should. say a laundry list) of 
other factors. But, do we know the 
weights we give to these factors? Does 
4 good military record outweigh a poor 
aicoho! history or vice versa. We may 
Say that each case is an individual - 
true - but if this is totally true; we-will 
never improve - because@ only if cases 
are similar can we learn by experience. 

In-Order to considdr the question of 
whether we are Using the right factors 
we must first find out what the primary 
factors are and what weights we give to 
them in practice, Then, we may be able 
to~— consider whether these are the 
weights we wish to give to them. In or- 
der to do tnis we must define some sort 
of measurement. Saying that certain 
factors are important in granting or 
denying parole oversimplifies the issue.

Graham's Feeble Apology 


The “remarks that Evangelist Billy 
Graham made in South Africa, in which 
he stated, “! think when a person is 
found guilty of rape, he should be 
castrated..." has aroused and ignited 
the ire of many black leaders and news- 
papers throughout the United States; 

“Fast-Ward" Billy, as some have 
called him, since he uttered what he 
apologetically called ar. offhand, hasty, 
spontaneous remark, "has left in the 
minds of many black Americans some 
serious doubts about his Christian 
crusades.” . 

. Although he apologized, he still 
@quivocated on the issue when he ad- 
ded a commentary to his apology by 
saying, “It is Mmteres:ing that the 
thought of castration for some people 
stirs a far more violent reaction than the 
idea of rape itself.

A, No. You are only required to 
report cash tips for social security pur- 
poses. 

Q. My sister works as a cook in 
several private homes and | work 
seasonally as a cook in a hotel. Since 
we both do the Same kind of work, 
don’t both of us get social security 
credit for what we are paid? 

A. Not necessarily. Since you are 
employed by a firm operated for profit, 
you get credit under social security for 
all your earnings up to $10,800 a year. 
However, your sister is a household 
employee. For her earnings to be 
Credited under social security, she 
must be paid at least $50 in cash 
— by one employer during a quar- 
er. 

Q. I'll be 65 in August of this year. In

premium for medical insurance was 
$5,60. Is this still true? 

A. No, the premium is now $5.80, But 
on July 1st, the premium will be in- 
creased to $6.30 a month.

Cop Shooting Stirs Whites 


The white folk" just are nor taking 
that shooting, sometime ago, of a youth 
by a police officer out of uniform and in 
an unmarked car, sitting down, The 
matter was gone into by proper officials 


_ and -- wasn't there a day's suspension 


for the action with the police review 
board, safety director, police chiet,, city 
attorney all claiming the policeman ac- 
ted within the law? But the white folks 
are not fully buying what to some 
seemed like a whitewashing. 

We poor blacks have taken the same 
treatment for years and our protests 
have been brushed aside with no action 
taken for redress. We have had 
prominent men beaten up, the others 
cuffed and sometimes mutilated. We 
have talked to the city administration, 
but all that has been the oufcome was 
an unimpressed. attitude of “What can 
you do about it?” 

But when it. hits the white world, 
there is public and civic commotion 
and plenty of it. A number of years ago 
the police used to virtually harass black 
groups on the streets. Not only were 
white officers guilty of this practice, but 
also black officers used to clear the 
sidewalks with their straps, 

The officers were especially rough 


_ with black yout standing on” the 


Streets. But two or three times officers 
got rough with a-bunch of white kids 
who hung around the comer or Central 
Ave, and Broad St. and made arrests. 

White citizens of that neighborhood 
at the time went to court with the 


“youths and: told- the-courtin=no-un-— 


certain terms that th ouths had 
citizens’ rights to be on ‘orner and 
they didn't want to have their children 
harassed by police officers. The court 
listened and dismissed charges against 
the youths. 

Committees of black protestors have 
dragged into the chambers of the 
Mayor and Safety Director many times 
with complaints and none has come out 
the winner, Always the police officer 
was right, never the defendant! 

But someone is listening to the white 
folks’ complaints, Of course, their

"lechnique differs, tor they do not 

protest and leave decisions to the 
moral feeling of the officials. They are 
beginning to think civilians ought to be 
on groups that examine police conduct 
and why not? 

Civilians belong on such review 
boards. It may not be an assurance of a 
fair trial, for a fair trial not only must at- 
fect the defendant but also the officer -- 
the complainant. But the civilians there 
will see if there is fair punishment of an 
officer for being so big behind the 
badge that citizens suffer harassment 

Yes, the white world is beginning to 
think that civilians on a review group of 
police infraction of decency to cilizens 
might influence measures more 
deterring than a whitewash -- a day or 
so of suspension

Q. Citizen will nibble away some of the 
invulnerability of the police arresting 
actions, maybe cut the department 
down to size into the control of the 
electors. and away from officialdom’s 
immunity. 

Let us black folks study what those 
white folks are doing, and if we can 
help them do it by a vote or something, 
let us pitch in and do it. Some blacks 


are—saying, “Now the white totks are" 


seeing what goes on among us blacks. 


Well, now that they are seeing the light — 


“Suffices. Let us do Something tangible. 

Look at all the CALL & POST 
pictures that have come out of bruised 
black people, beaten heads, cut lips, 
dstighred-taces and tard-to say-what 
else. All we blacks have done was to 
‘Took and-say*“Thank God, it was not 
one of us.” But much of it should never 
have occurred, 

If those whites come up with a 
deterrent to poliée brutality, let us grab 
it and try to make it work for us, or, on 
the other hand; will those white folks 
finda cure to-stop police brutality on 
them_while_ officers take it outon.the 
blacks?

Pregnancy is a time of tremendous. 


physical change in the mother's body 
The uterus enlarges as the baby grows 
within it; the balance of hormone 
secretions, is altered, the breasts 
become fuller in anticipation of the 
production of milk. After delivery, in the 
six to eight weeks called the post- 
Partum period, even more rapid 
changes occur. 

The uterus must return to its normal 
size and place. For ten days it contracts 
rapidly; reducing its pregnant weight by 
_,half. Healing of this area causes vaginal 

bleeding which gradually lessens. Any 

pronounced inerease in bleeding 


during the recovery. period may mean, 


the uterine wall is not mending properly 
and it should be reported to the doctor. 
, As the uterus reduces, new scar 
tissue. grows to heal lacerations of the 
vaginal opening and other tissues in- 
jured or altered at the time of birth. No 
other organ changes so fast. In six 
weeks the uterus is at its normal weight 
of about three ounces! 

For the first few recovery days, 
probably the greatest single discomfort 
is a soreness at the Vaginal opening 
caused by an incision (episiotomy) 
made to allow the baby to pass through 
the mother's vagina without tearing her 
tissues. Not done in many women 
(especially if they have been trained in 
prepared childbirth). the episiotomy 
takes several weeks before its healing 
is firm and complete. For this reason 
many physicians recommend against 
sexual relations until the incision ap-

Blood pressure and weight are 
taken and the urine is analyzed. Blood 
counts are done ~if indicated: The 
examination is also an opportunity to 
discuss family planning and any 
desired birth control methods, Often. 
family planning counseling is offered 
while the mother is still in the hospital 
Now, also, the condition of the already 
begun early in the postpartum period: a 
continuing exercise program is 
developed at this time. The breasts are 
inspected. If the mother is breast- 
feeding, checking the nipples is 
especially important. The reproductive
